A South Vietnamese 
regime is necessary

rhe main moral issue raised by the so-called peace movement concern 
nothing less than the United States’ right of self-preservation. Whethe 
or not the maintainance of a non-communist regime in South Vietnam 
is necessary for our survival is of course a judgement of fact. (I just 


happen to think that it is, as do many of the leaders of the peace 
movement.) Yet onsidering some of the implications of their 
arguments against the war, their slogans. and other aims of the 
movement (i.e. unilateral disarmament, limiting of America’s foreigr 
policy options, etc.) it is apparent that their main goal 1s to deny 
America’s right to survive 
The main moral argument offered against the war in Vietnam is that 
of pacifism. There are many variationsand retinements of this position 
but the essenc f it is very well stated by Jerry Masenheimer (State 
Hornet, 10 70).

murder, the statement, “all killing is wrong’, means that one has the 
right to commit murder and that one does not have the right to commit 
murder, which is, of course, contradictory. 

Naturally in times of peace and tranquility, one can afford the luxury 
ot indulging oneself in such contradiction. However when there are 
individuals, groups, or nations who insist on disturbing the peace by 
using methods which are “‘finalsitic or absolute in nature’ which 
“inevitably leads to loss of life,”’ potential victims will be forced to 
choose whether the aggressors should have the right to prevail and do 
their thing, or whether they will also resort to “absolute tactics” to 
defend themselves. The pacifists are precisely those people who would 
chose the former alternative. They do not, of course, openly affirm the 
right of aggression, they just blur the distinction between aggressive 
violence and defensive violence and then condemn only defensive 
violence 

The essence of pacifism is thus the denial of the right of self defense 
(and the defense of others) and the affirmance of the right to attack 
Their response to any violent situationis to screw the victim. One of the 
leading advocates of non-violence, Mahatma Gandhi, when talking 
about the Moslem-Hindu riots which were taking place in India at the 
time, was quoted as saying, “The trouble is that one side begins 
stabbing and killing, and the other side does likewise. If one side let 
themselves be killed, the trouble would end. But I cannot persuade 
them to be non-violent.” (“Gandhi and Stalin” by Louis Fischer) The 
pacifist prescription for peace is that all the violence, destruction and 
death should fall entirely on the victim of aggression, not on the 
aggressor -- after all, it does take two to have a war 

This then is the sum and substance of the lofty “ideals” of the peace 
movement which we are all supposed to respect. It is for this that they 
arrogantly claim moral superionty. It is a crime that their claim has not 
so far been effectively challenged. for in fact, the pacifist code is 
morally vicious and obscene. The moral tones in which this code is 
advanced is enough to make one vomit 

It is thus clear that those goon squads of new left noters, arsonists, 
and bombers who are trying to destroy everything in sight while 
Shouting pacifist slogans at the top of their lungs are acting in perfect 
consistence with their professed “ideals.” It ts rather those people who 
try to condemn the terrorist tactics of the new left and the official 
repression of such tactics who are inconsistent 

Ihe left-wing pacifist will deny the logical conclusions of his 
convictions as his aim. He subscribes to the left-wing goal of a world 
where everyone tosses away his weapons and embraces each other with 
undifferentiating love and affection, where everyone works for nothing 
and gets everything free, ad nauseam, in other words, a world society 
where all individuals act according to one will, that of the leftist. The 
inherent totalitarianism in the left ideology is manifest in the dreams in 
which they lose themselves about how beautiful everything would be if 
only they could have their way in the world, if everyone would 
surrender their decision making process to them. Whenever they talk 
about the “people,” they mean the masses in their imaginary world 
who will spontaneously conform to their will. Thus when a hairy new 
lefty shouts, “All power to the PEEPULL!!!” he means all power to his 
own wiil 

The left-wing pacifist cannot reconcile himself to a world where each 
individual has a will of his own, which manifests itself in the fact that 
individuals, groups or nations tend to be very reluctant to place 
themselves entirely at the mercy of their adversaries if they can help it, 
preferring to seek security through armed protection or deterrence 

The pacifist considers this attitude to be the prime cause of war. Not 
being prone to draw a very sharp distinction between his dream world 
where his will reigns supreme and the real world, he is convinced that if 
only people would quit worrying about defending themselves and have 
faith in the good will vu. everyone else, particularly their adversaries, 
everything would be peaceful, just like his dream world 

Hence the enmity of the pacifist tends to be towards the defender in 
any conflict. They can always be counted upon to make a common 
cause with any aggressor around. In the months preceding World War II, 
the left-wing pacifists were busily trying to disarm the nations 
threatened with Nazi aggression 

It is this sort of attitude which inspires all those contorted revisionist 
histories which with their highly selective fact gathering process and 
strained inferences try to make the defenders into the aggressors and 
vice versa. It is the pacifist’s faith that all apparent aggressive action are

only responses to defensive measures (which are in reality aggressive 
measures) 

This attitude permeates not only pacifists and revolutionaries, but also 
liberals as well. Virtually all liberals consider pacifism a high morality, 
to be practiced but for “pragmatic consjderations.” | have heard John 
F. Kennedy quoted to the effect of how wonderful everything would 
be if conscientious objectors were honored as war heroes are. Yet JFK 
was not a conscientious objector. 

One must remember that a “pragmatic consideration” is a reason for 
not doing something which one considers as morally imperative. The 
main thrust of pragmatism is the rejection of abstract principles 
(including moral ones) in favor of empiricism, of a value-free 
(tough-minded) analysis of the facts to see what works. As they say, 
“One cannot be certain of anything,” or, “There are no absolutes, 
everything 1s relative,” or again, “There are no simple answers to 
complete problems.” 

The existence of the pragmatist philosophy, which was originated by 
liberals, is an open admission that the liberal’s moral values, if 
consistently followed, would lead to disaster 

It is significant, therefore, that the more pragmatic a liberal becomes, 
the more he sounds and acts like a conservative. If a liberal becomes too 
pragmatic (too tough minded), he winds up excommunicated by his less 
tough-minded peers: i.e. Sen. Thomas J. Dodd, Joseph Alsop, S.1. 
Hayakawa, etc 

Most liberals are not all that pragmatic, rather they tend to be 
ritualistic and muddle-headed. Their thinking cannot escape the rigid 
confines of current standardized phraseology. The pacifist morality 
colors their whole perception of reality and their attitudes towards it 
This explains their hostility towards law and order (except at election 
time). It explains their belief in unilateral disarmament, not all at once 
of course, just a little bit at a time. They don’t come right out and say 
$0, as they go to great lengths to conceal their ideology. Rather they 
talk about “reordering out priorities,’ which means that the defense of 
this country should take a lower priority, or we would “take risks for 
peace,”’ meaning we should relax our defenses trusting that the Soviets 
will follow our examply 

This was precisly the policy of the Kennedy-Johnson administration. 
Our nuclear supremacy was completely obliterated (from 10 to | in 
U.S.’s favor in 1960, measured in toal megatonnage delivery capability, 
to 6 to | in U.S.S_R.’s favor), our naval and air fleets have been allowed 
to sink into obsolencence. One half of our ships are of World War Il 
vintage, and all our fighter and bomber planes that we have, with the 
exception of the TFX are those which were created in the Eisenhower 
administration. All during this time the Soviets have been increasing 
their military power on all levels as fast as they can 

Now that the liberals are more or less out of power, they have become 
a part of the new left peace movement, urging further cuts in our 
military power, opposing the adoption of any and al) proposed new 
weapons systems 

Liberals are willing to use force to defend America’s vital interests but 
only hesitantly, ineptly and ineffectually. The Vietnam war is such a 
case where our military had to fight under such restrictions as to 
preclude the accomplishment of the goals for which the military was 
sent to fight. Though liberals don’t explicitly deny this country’s right 
of self preservation, they do hold that there are certain moral obligation 
to which the U.S. must comply but do not consider it morally binding 
on our adversaries. 

Like the pacifist, liberals also tend to blur the distinction between 
their wishes and reality. Concerning the Soviet Union, liberals are 
constantly grasping for any straw of hope, for any slight fact from 
which a hopeful inference can be made to the effect that the Soviet 
Union is mellowing and becoming reasonable. Since 1917, hardly a day 
has gone by wherethere hasn't been some liberal, somewhere, 
announcing that the Soviets were becoming democratic and peaceful 
They thus tend to be surprised everytime the Soviets refuse to act in 
consistency with this theory. The invasion of Czechoslavakia was such 
an in tance; however, the liberals’ illusions were not totally shattered, 
only injured, and thus quickly healed without a scar 

A democratic society which is dominated by the left wing pacifist 
morality ts a society which has lost its will to survive. Such a society, if 
not conquered by a foreign power, will eventually succumb to the rule 
of the most ruthless and violent elements within it. Either way, it 
would be a fate well deserved

American Education: 


Love it or leave it . . . the way it Is

BIOLOGICAL REBELLION 


Perhaps primarily the youth rebellion is not just intuitive, but 
biological, rooted inextneably in the psychic center of the human 
species as the self-preservation instinct. By the law of mutations. th 
individual or species, when threatened with extinction, develops 
instinctively characteristics for survival against a hostile environment 
Almost instinctively, without the bulwark of philosophical systems of 
political and social isms, the young have rejected the competitive ethic 
of a social order of rewards and punishments. they have rejected the 
ethic that a society of have’s and have-not’s is the natural order of 


existence, that rich versus poor is the dynamic tension of historical 


process, and that all the banal conflicts of Capitalism vs. Communsim 
of Democracy vs. Totalitarianism, of Jewish vs. Catholic vs. Protestant 
is the natural course of the most intelligent of the species- the Hom 
Sapiens 


The youth rebellion indicts the tired guardians of a 


barbar tyled political and social order a kind of hand-to-mouth 
survival system, and offers a third alternative a practical way of life 
consistent with all the best of traditional philosophic idealism and 
practical wisdom for survival and human fulfillment. Despite politica! 
and social efforts to suppress the cultural visior ft th youth, th 
movement persists in the very psychi enters of the young. A visionary 
sense of the mystical, the mythic, th smic, at times drug-induced 
but more often an intuitive prompting. is reasserting itself in deliberats 
primitive patterns of living 

A new communal sociology based on the primitive tribal se ties 

»w the basis of a fulfilling counter-culture An identity with primitis 
rituals and cosmic cycles establishes tl basis of a more substantial 
harmony with nature and the natura vOolutior { the species 


forward movement in a cyclic pattern of time. It follows quite simply 
then, that not the least of the reasons education has failed is that the 





students have developed this higher nsciousness and nent 
almost completely outside of and beyond the system have 
persisted in spite of th ystem to fulfill their individual and social 


potential along a system of values wholly alien to the established social 


order. They're opting for a system of education which concerns itself 
not only with survival, but with the higher levels of consciousness and 
the ultimate human fulfillment beyond material security and 
prosperity. They would have us reconcile the divine with the human ir 
our nature, they would have us realize the pattern of living which is 
daily dramatized before us by nature in the dawning of each new day 
Seven centuries ago Dante’s great trilogy outlined the pattern of 
salvation for his medieval world. Today one of the most honored 
mentors of the young 1s the German novelist and poet Hermann Hesse 
He offers a similar poetic trilogy of salvation for the modern youth and, 
indeed, for the modern man in search of his Self, in the works of 
DEMIAN, STEPPENWULF, and SIDDHARTHA. Based on the prima! 
myth that man must progress from ignorance, through suffering t 
fulfillment, both as an individual and as a cosmic species, Hesse’s trilog 
seeks to establish that vital balance between the extremes of man’s 
nature, which ts the essence of the life process 

True education should represent this larger aspect of man s existenc 
not only in tradition but also in practical endeavor. It must stand as a 
challenging representative of human culture and tradition, as a cultural 
and social mediator in the strife of racial, political, and even religious 
problems, fostering concern and commitment to world values. It must 
not only represent traditions of the past, but also of the larger historica 
present, thereby ensuring the future on solid ground. Of what value ts 
a1 educational experience if it is unrelated to the larger destiny of the 
person, of all mer 

The cry for relevancy, then, is perhaps the warning of the Delphic 
oracle that the children of our age are rising up to destroy the 
civilization unless we heed the gods

this? It is mostly an outright mockery of this, from its basic succe 
myth to its dehumanizing screening and processing, and almost

There are 
tewer and fewer alternatives as alienation between teacher and student 
ncreases 
Hopefully, the 70’s will see us motivate the best alternatives, and will 
illow us the intellectual and moral honesty to answer some of the most 
basic questions. What is teaching supossed to be? What is the 
fundamental idea behind a school system? What is a unversity for 
especially it is for Castahan shcolarship primarily? If so, who detines 
the larger society from which it draws its livelihood? 

Or is the idea wisdom primarily? Then what ts the distinction between 
scholarship and wisdom? And against which standard is each 
measured human fulfiliment on an individual and collective basis, or 
success through outward recognition on the scale of societal valu 
Or is Ita combination of these, and if so, what particular combination 
and what means of ensuring that particular combination for each 
person? Is the university the ultimate in human fulfillment? Is it an 
extension of the particular community where it 1s located. or of the 
larger society, or 1s itt beyond both of these toward a nubial society of 
scholars humanists and idealists who are to remain aloof to the larger 
destiny of their species? 

From Plato to John Henry Newman to the cultural mentors of our 
own time such as Arnold Toynbee, Bertrand Russell. Henry Steele 
Commanger. Frich Fromm, Margaret Mead, Paul Goodman, Robert De 
Ropp and others, the echoing retrain continues to hauni and challenge 
the larger society which sustains it-what is a university for? the 
university being the ultimate fulfillment of the educational process 
Is it not about time that our age, our socicty ntribute its 
enlightened resources to defining the function of education for our 
time consistent with historical and cultural tradition” Perhaps if we 
seriously evaluate these questions which the young are so persistently 
urging us to do, we will arrive at the very priorities Plato outlines in his 
REPUBLIC almost 2500 years before man’s first journey to the moon 
and those priorities have not altered in the flux of history and cultural 
tradition. that the fulfillment of each individual in a well-ordered 
society is the primary duty of the state, and that the order is derived 
more from within the person than from the agencies of the state 
nutside of the person 
But teaching and learning is not a process fundamentally; it ts not 
measurable as a process. It is merely the cenditioning which ts the 
process and which ts measurable 

The stages of self-knowledge, to a better understanding of oneself and 
of the relationship of oneself to the world of reality beyond the self, is 
an interpersonal growth relationship or series of relationships.

Snyder has studied Zen while 
living in Japan, supported by 
grants from the Bollingen 
Foundation, First Zen Institute of 
America, National Academy of 
Arts and Letters, and as a 
Guggenheim Fellow in 1968-69 
He expects to settle permanently 


in the United States He has 
written “Riprap” (1959), “Myths 
and Texts’ (1960). “The Back 
Country (1968, and “karth 
Houschold” (1969)

Another one of his pet peeves is 
high rise buildings in San 
Francisco, as well as its mayor,

Old-fashioned pacifistic 
anarchist.” 

‘If you are interested in 
conservation,” he explains, “you 
should first be concerned about 
conserving (Black Panther) Bobby 
Seale, because he’s going to be 
killed.”’ 


One of Duskin’s current projects 
is a film he is producing about 
Israel, which he hopes will offer a 
fresh approach to bringing peace 
to the Middle East
